Cook over water until 
thickened. Add chopped parsley and 
pour over the potatoes in a baking 
dish. Set the pan in hot water and 
cook until the custard covers each 
piece of potato like a rich sauce. 


Raspberry Tapioca.—Soak one-half 


of a cupful of pearl tapioca in two cup- 
fuls of water over night; put into a 
double boiler and cook until clear; add 
one cupful of canned red raspberries 
and sugar to taste, with the juice of 
half a lemon; remove from the fire, 
cool and serve, well chilled, with 
whipped cream. 


Oyster 
Fritters.—Mince fine one 


dozen oysters; stir into the following 
batter: One and one-half cupfuls of 
flour, two tenspoonfuls of baking pow- 
der, one teaspoonful of salt, a few 
dashes of cayenne, two teaspoonfuls of 
finely minced parsley, three-quarters of 
a cupful of oyster liquor and milk 
mixed, one beaten egg. Mix well and 
drop by spoonfuls into hot fat. Broura 
quickly and serve. Drain well on pa- 
per and serve on a hot platter, gar- 
nished with parsley. 


Cranberry Mold.—Cook cranberries. 


In as little water as possible, strain 
through a sieve and sweeten. 
Pour 


into a mold and when well chilled turu 
from the mold to a fancy plate. For 
a dessert, mix with coconut before 
molding 
and serve with 
whipped 


cream.

coffee is ground daily, or kept in air- 
tight tins which will not allow the es- 
cape of the very fragrance which 
makes good coffee. 


It hardly seems necessary to state 


that the coffee pot, whether it be pail, 
pot or percolator, should be perfectly 
clean and free from odors. E\en a 
half-teaspoonful of coffee left in spout 
or sides will spoil the flavor of a pot 
of coffee. 


It Is not necessary to have an ex- 


pensive coffee machine to make good 
coffee. 
It should be well ground, 


neither too fine nor too coarse, depend- 
ing upon the vessel in which it is 
cooked; then boiling water and the 
proper heat to draw out the flavor— 
usually five minutes—a quick boil and 
steeping for five minutes will give a 
good cup. The grounds should never be 
allowed to stand in the coffee for nny 
length of time; if It Is necessary to 
serve it, pour off the infusion and re- 
heat 


Whole Wheat Pudding.—Sift togeth- 


er one and one-quarter cypfuls of 
whole wheat flour, half a teaspoonful 
each of soda and cinnamon, n quarter 
of a teaspoonful each of cloves and 
nutmeg, one-half cupful of fruit, rais- 
ins, currants and citron mixed. Melt 
one-quarter of a cupful of sweet short- 
ening in one-half cupful of molasses; 
heat hot the same amount of milk and 
add to the flour mixture. Turn into 
well-buttered half-pound baking puw- 
der tins and steam an hour and a half. 
Serve with hard sauce. 


Baked Smoked Fish.—Wrap white 


fish, that have been well smoked, in 
thick paper. 
Place in the oven and 


bake until the jmpe.1 falls away, or 
when tlie fish is thoroughly heated.

MOTHERS' FUND BIO HELP 


The work of tbe mothers' 


once fund in Adanm county during 
thaf pu«t year ha» Just been outlined 
in the annual report, which tell« that 
without it a number of mothers 
would have been compelled to break 
up their homes and to place their 
children in public institutions, while 
others would suffer through want. In 
this, county, during 1922, the fund was 
used for 11 mothers with their 36 
children under 16 yearn of age. Of 
these families) the largest Is compos- 
ed of a mother and 8 children. An 
effort is made to secure employment 
which will not take the mothers out 
of the home. 


The money which was appropriat- 


ed! by the state in 1921 for a two 
year period in this county amounted to 
$2771, andl the county commission- 
ers matched this: with a like sum, the 
total 
being 
divided into monthly 


sums of $207. Some families receive 
as high as $20 a month or morie. 
There are many requests on the list, 
but the policy of tiie present board 
has been to care properly for a small- 
er number of families than to spread 
an insufficient sum to meet only par- 
tially the need® of a number. Those 
who compose the .local board ara:

appear on the alcohol 
containers 


which, were seized in a raid on the 
Littlestown Hotel, then owned bv Jo* 
seph H. Krug, and also in an out- 
building at the residence of G. Milton 
Krug. of Littlestown. 


Williams carried a portfolio in 


which the officers found four govern- 
ment permits to handle alcohol. In 
a wallet which he had with him, the 
police say, they found $10,000 in cash 
and $20,000 tin registered bonds. A 
card found.on .him also indicates that 
he was sent to fedeiial prison at Fort 
Leavenworth. Kan., in 1916 for a per- 
iod of fifteen yeais. Williams stated 
that' he had been there several years 
and was then paroled. The govern- 
ment permit under ?which Williams 
was obtaining alcohol for medicinal 
purposes in his operations in York 
has been revoked.
